WOMAN WHO RAN INTO 
POLICE SERGEANT. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.)

Mr. D. O'Donovan (State Solicitor’s office) 
prosecuted, and Mr. Seán Ryan defended. 

Sergeant Kilbride (20 E) gave evidence that 
he was on duty in Sandford road when his 
attention was attracted by a crowd around 
a stationary motor car, under which he found 
a pedal bicycle jammed between the front 
wheels. He saw Sergeant Molloy, who was 
in uniform, being supported by two. civilians. 
He appeared to be in great pain. — 

Questioned by Mr. Ryan, the witness said 
that he formed the opinion at the time that 
certain marks on the road were made by the 
bicycle, not by the application of the brakes 
of the car. 

Sergeant Molloy said that when he cycled 
from Marlborough road into Sandford road 
he saw a motor car approaching from the 
direction of Clonskeagh, being then about 
100 yards away. He put out his arm to 
indicate that he was going towards the city. 
When he had gone about ten or twelve yards 
his bicycle was struck from behind. Ha 
was flung upon the ground, caught by the 
front wheels of the car, and dragged along 
for some distance. He was taken to the 
Meath Hospital, where it was found that his 
head, elbow and neck were injured. He 
attended the hospital until the 24th August 
and had not been on duty during that time. 

The sergeant added that when he saw the 
motor car coming from the direction of 
Clonskeagh he did not think that it was 
going at a fast pace. 

Peter Coleman, a milk server, said that 
Sergeant Molloy was on his correct side when 
he was thrown down, 

Thomas Doyle, Ranelagh, a motor mechanic. 
said that he judged the pace of the car at 
about thirty miles an hour. 

Mr. Little remarked that there was 
nothing exceptional in that. ' 

The witness went on to say that before 
the sergeant was struck someone in the car 
screamed, and after the scream the driver of 
thee-car seemed to have lost her head. He 
did not hear the sound of a. horn. 

Miss Knott, in evidence, said that she 
was driving at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour, and there were two ladies in the car 
with her. As she approached Marlborough 
road she saw a cyclist and gave him plenty 
of room. Just as she drew up to him he 
swerved in front of her and he was knocked 
down. She had been driving for two years 
and had been only once reprimanded by a 
policeman. 

In. reply to Mr. O’Donovan, the witness 
said that she paid no particular attention to 
the milk car, which may have been at the 
corner of Marlborough road. The sergeant 
would have been all right if he had not 
swerved in front of the car. She had 
sounded the horn, and pulled up in about 
a sósas or four yards when the collision took 
place. 

The Justice convicted the defendant of 
reckless driving, and imposed a fine of 20s., 
the conviction to be endorsed on her licence. 
He also directed her to pay the expenses of 
the witnesses. 


TRAFFIC GUARD’S ESCAPE. | 

George Stein, Grosvenor road, Rathgar. 
was summoned for reckless, negligent and 
dangerous driving at Beechwood avenue on 
the 12th ult 

According to the evidence of Guard Golden 
(95 E) the defendant drove at a speed of 
thirty-five miles an hour when approaching a 
travelling lorry and a stationary motor car, 
zig-zangec between them, and then, when 
signalled to stop, swerved towards a second 
stationary motor car and almost on top of 
the Guard, who had to jump on to the path 
to avoid being struck. The Guard said that 
he had signalled to Mr. Stein to stop when 
the latter was fifty yards away, but he was 
going at such a speed that he had no proper 
control of the car, and was unable to pull 
up in a reasonable distance. 

Mr. Stein said that he had been camping 
out at Bray, and was hurrying to his home 
for break‘ast, but he was not “ doing ” 
more than twenty-five or thirty miles an 
hour, and had no trouble in avoiding other 
traffic. The Guard did not signal to him 
until he was almost abreast of him. He 
pulled up at once, and did not zig-zag on the 
road. 

The Justice said that there would be a 
fine of 40s., bat it would not be endorsed, as 
it was a first offence. 


SHORTAGE OF COURT 
CLERKS. 


JUSTICE’S CRITICISM OF 
MINISTRY. 


Mr. Little blamed th; Ministry of Justice 
for failure to supply the Court with a 
sufficient clerical staff The Justice’s remarks 
were prompted by an error in the issue of 
summonses, 

A Guard gave evidence that he had found 
a defendant using a car on which the road 
tax for the current period had not been paid, 
and on which the licence disc was not dis- 
played. 

n reference to-his book the Justice noted 
that there was no charge before him for 
failure to pay the road tax, and the Court 
Sergeant said that no summons for that 
offence had been issued. 

The Guard swore that he had given the 
necessary particulars for the issue of the 
summons. 

The Justice said that repeated remon- 
strances had been addressed by the Circuit 
and District Courts in Dublin to the Ministry 
for Justice as to the shortage of clerks, but 
without effect. In the matter now before him 
he wished emphatically to say that there 
was no fault whatever and no imputation 
upon the Chief Clerk, but the ition was 
that he (the Justice) had no clerk now in 
Court to send to the office to make inquiry 
as to what had occurred in respect of the 
missing summons. ‘There was no reflection 
whatsoever on the staff, but he thought that 
he was entitled to object to having to mt 
there day after day without the assistance of 
a clerk. 

Mr. J. P. Collins, solicitor, said that it 
was the only District Court in the Free State 
left in such a position, and it was very unfair 
to the Justice. 7 
, Mr. Little said that it was not only unfair 
to the Justice but to the public, and it 
showed a very poor observance by the 
Ministry of its obligations to the Court, The

Upposing the motion, Alderman Lawlor 
said that it was merely a way of trying to 
stampede them, because the cost oÍ relief 
was going up steadily. It was not an 
honest effort to meet the situation. Work- 
ing for 7s.

Mr. L. Henderson, acting clerk, stated that 
as far back as last July the Board asked the 
Local Appointments Commission to recom- 
mend a snitable person for the position, but in 
August they asked the Commissioners to 
withhold action while the Board circularised 
the dispensary doctors in their own service 
inquiring whether they would like to be 
transferred. None of them desired to be 
transferred, and the Board decided to go on 
with the appointment, and on the 17th inst. 
they again asked the Local Appointments 
Commission to appoint a suitable person. So 
far no advertisement, as required by the Act, 
had appeared in the Press, and under the Act 
it was necessary that such an advertisement 
should appear ten days before the Board made 
the appointment. 

It was decided to advertise for a doctor to 
fill the position, and to hold a special meeting 
on Saturday, October 8th, to consider applica- 
tions.

The Dean of Belfast (the Very Rev. H. R. 
Brett. M.A.) has signified his intention of 
resigning owing to ill-health. 
Dean Brett, who was born in 1868, is one 
of the most striking personalities of the 
Church of Ireland, and has rendered con- 
spicuous service in the Diocese of Down and 
Connor and Dromore. He is the eldest son 
of Mr. John Brett, Dromore West, County 
Sligo. He was educated at Kilkenny College 
and Trinity College, Dublin. At the latter he 
took first-class honours at his degree examina- 
tions, and also gained a first class Divinity 
Testimonium. 

He was ordained for the curacy of Cole- 
raine, but in 1894 he accompanied Canon 
O'Hara (afterwards Bishop of Cashel) to Bel- 
fast on his appointment as vicar of the city, 
and became curate of St. Anne’s Parish 
Church (now Belfast Cathedral). Mr. Brett 
acted as hon. secretary of the Building Com- 
mittee of the Cathedral until the work was 
taken over by the Cathedral Board, on the 
laying of the foundation stone. In connection 
with his curacy at the Cathedral, he was 
entrusted with the charge of the newly- 
created parish of St. Peter’s, the congregation 
then worshipp.ng. in Skegoniel National 
School.

STAGING OF “ PEER GYNT.” 

Although the play has been already 
reviewed, it is impossible to close these notes 
without some reference to the magnificent 
staging and setting of “ Peer Gynt,” which 
is being produced this week at the Gate 
Theatre.

Very wisely, no effort has been 
made to present the scenes in the conventional 
“ pictorial *’ manner; the sets are made up 
of plain, formal masses, intended to suggest 
rather than to portray. 

The lighting plays its part also. For the 
most part, it is so arranged that the light 
comes from the back of the stage, not from 
the front, and this tends to give a vague, 
luminous effect to the whole, besides pro- 
viding a background against which the 
characters can pose and group themselves. 
In the Norwegian scenes it is blue or green, 
suggesting the bleak coldness of the place, 
while in the ‘‘ Morocco ”’ episodes it changes 
to a fierce yellow, fitting in with the red and 
orange of the scenery. In the cavern of the 
trolls it is only the vaguest glimmer, while 
in some places it fades out altogether, leaving 
the stage in complete darkness. 

The simplicity and effectiveness of this kind 
of treatment is remarkable, and the whole 
play is an example of staging and production 
on which it would be hard to improve. 


In a notice published in yesterday’s 
Irish Times, the attention of rents and 
teachers of young persons intending to enter 
pharmacy was directed by the Registrar of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland to im- 
portant chahges in the regulations for the 
preliminary examination of the Society.

INDIAN MISSION OF 
FELLOWSHIP. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 


Several reports of the meetings in connec- 
tion with the Indian Mission of Fellowship, 
as well as the preliminary announcements, 
have appeared in the /rish Times. It is due, 
now that the visit of the group is ended, that 
a word of appreciation and thanks should be 

iven. 

: Our visitors, who came to us under the 
auspices of the Dublin United Missionary 
Council, were welcomed on last Thursday 
afternoon at a meeting of the Council and 
friends, at which Dr. Macaulay, Moderator 
of the General Assembly, presided. Dr. 
Macaulay, in introducing them, said that he 
had never had a more “age task. It was 
an historic occasion; the sense of common 
fellowship was a wonderful thing; who but 
Jesus Christ could draw together the men 
and women of all climes, colours and cultures, 
so that we that day sat at the feet of our 
Indian brethren? It was an occasion of 
immense significance when we entered upon 
a new conception of the preciousness of our 
Christian faith. 

Bishop Bannerji, in replying, spoke of the 
feeling of responsibility under which he and 
his brethren came to Ireland: ‘‘ Nothing but 
the constraining conviction that we are being 
sent would have induced us to come.” Daw 
Nyein Tha, headmistress of the Morton Lane 
High School, Moulmein, Burma, whose grand- 
father was a convert of that great Baptist 
missionary, Dr. Adoniram Judson, said that 
her desire was “that her speech and her 
preaching should not be with enticing words 
of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power, that the faith of her 
hearers should not rest in the wisdom of 
men, but in the power of God.” Professor 
Varki, Fraine of the Union Christian 
Collere. Travancore, dwelt upon the meaning 
of "-fellowship ” as the key to the practical 
application of the Gospel to the world; and 
the Rev. Ralla Ram, of the Student Christian 
Association of India, told us of the origin 
of the idea of this Mission of Fellowship, 
which was first recommended by the: Inter- 


national Missionary Council held at Jerusalem | 


in 1928. 

On Friday morning a Clerical Conference 
was held in the Gregg Hall, when the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin presided, and the Bishop 
of Ossory welcomed the speakers. There was 
a good attendance of clergy of the various 
Churches, including the Rev. H. Kunic<, lately 
returned after twenty-eight years of mission- 
ary labour among Tibetans in the Himalayas. 
Bishop Bannerji and Professor Varki spoke of 
the problems of India and how the Gospel was 
teaching men and women the true and abiding 
principles of life. 

The climax of the Mission was found in the 
huge meeting in the Metropolitan Hall on 
Friday night. The great building was filled 
to its capacity, a large proportion of the 
audience being young people, The Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, in his opening words, 
dealt with the ground of our unity in the 
great spiritual realities that transcend 
denominationalism. Mr. Ralla Ram told us 
of the new men in Christ Jesus who were 
a the degraded and the outcast. Pro- 
fessor Varki spoke of Christ as the centre 
of fellowship and the One who, being the 
Truth, pee straighten out all men’s diffi- 
culties, and was being discovered steadily b 
the people of the East. Bishop Bannerji 
described the Indian mystic’s search for ; 
his sense of being near unto God deepening 
into likeness to God, and showed how 
Christianity enabled this search to be crowned 
with victory. : 

On Sunday the visitors addressed the con: 
gregations of several churches; and in the 
afternoon at the Diocesan Hall the Rev. 
Ralla Ram and Miss Nyein Tha spoke at a 
young people’s meeting. The hall was packed 
and the young audience listened with close 
attention to Mr. Ram’s words on “ Real 
Christians,’’ and to Miss Tha’s direct talk on 
“Personal Shortcomings.” Her leading of 
the ee in the singing of a Burmese 
chorus was delightful. It is not possible as 
yet to estimate the value and results of this 

fission. The Churches of the West have 
given the Gospel to the East, and now once 
again men, wise in the wisdom of Jesus 
Christ, have come from the East to show us 
that “ His touch has still its ancient power.”

THE ' GARDA REVIEW.”’

SOME OBSERVATIONS ON 
pee. 


“A thin young fellow, with dark clothes 
and a greyish cap.” This is not a sentence 
from a chapter in the ‘‘ Adventures of Sher- 
lock Holmes.” It is taken from the Garda 
fteview for next month, and woven around 
it is an interesting account of the elucidation 
of a problem concerning a raid in County 
Clare. 

It was a description of the raider as given 
to the police, eo g little as it was, the Civic 
Guards proceeded on it, from suspicion to 
conviction., Under the heading “On the 
Trail” is given some instructive stories of 
good police work—of which this is one— 
which are met with in the records of the 
Reward Book. 

There are many entertaining articles in 
the review, and in the Representative Body 
Notes reference is made to an announcement 
regarding the armed Crimes Special Branch 
of the Guards. The writer of the notes 
observes :'— 

“The Crimes Special Branch, or C.I.D., 
as the department is commonly called, was 
organised to enforce the laws passed by the 
people’s Parliament as well as the prevention 
and detection of crime which was regarded 
by some sections of the community as 
political or quasi-political crime. As part of 
their equipment, the members detailed for 
duty in this section have been armed, just 
as sections of any police force doing similar 
duty are armed. 

“The Government of the day may con- 
sider that the necessity for an armed section 
of the Garda no longer exists, and that the 
men employed on a duty which the policy 
of Govertiment required them to perform 
should be detailed for other duties. If this 
is the decision of the Government, it is not 
for the Representative Body of the Garda 
to question it. If, however, this decision is 
followed by another decision, that instead of 
400 armed members of the Garda, concen- 
trated as separate and distinct units to the 
uniformed force in each division, we are to 
have the whole ‘force armed, the position is 
quite different.”’ 

Writing of the position to-day, the author 
of the notes goes on to state :—‘' We have a 
native Government, a sympathetic adminis- 
tration, and, above all, an organised rank 
and file, trusted, and faithful to the people. 
We do not require arms. We know that they 
are imimical to the very existence of a 
national ba force in this country, and will 
render the policing of this country hong 
pont lines impossible. Revert to the arme 

ranch by all means, if such is deemed neces- 
sary by Government, but repeal the Acts of 
Parliament, the enforcement of which are 
regarded as of a political nature. If not, 
form a new C.I.D. or Secret Service, distinct 
from, and independent of, the Garda—the 
civil police of the State. 

**We joined an unarmed police force. Aré 
we now to be made the target for every camp 
follower in this country who requires a 
revolver? If we are disarmed, we will be 
the subject of a disciplinary inquiry. If we 
defend our arms, we will probably be the 
defendants, too, at a court of inquiry, and, 
if we are killed in defending our arms, the 
State may be as munificent to our relatives 
as they were to those of the late Sergeant 
Pitzsimons—a grant of £27. Even if these 
things are avoided by making provision to 
have trols view their areas through the 
loopholes of armoured cars, the end of the 
armed Garda is as inevitable as the end of 
the R.I.C.””

Complaint at Cork 
Harbour Board.

CORK, Wednesday, 


T to-day’s meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Board the Chairman (Mr, Wallace), 
the President of the two Chambers of 

Commerce, together with interested parties, 
were appeinted to investigate delays in the 
clearance of goods by Cock traders, which 
a Member of the Board stated occurred in the 
Customs department, and which was the 
cause of diverting trade from the port of 
Cork via the steam packet route to Kosslare 
and the rail route.

Electricity Board’s 


“Ridiculous Propesal.” |

Would Increase Rates 
By £500.

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 


ISSATISFACTION was expressed at a 
meeting of the Dundalk Urban Council 

“ last night at the pr ls of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board for the lighting of the 
streets of Dundalk. The Board suggested 
that all the street lamps should be replaced, 
that 250 new lamps should be substituted for 
the 325 at present used, and that they should 
be of greater wattage and give a much better 
light. The proposals of the Electricity Board 
were that the contract should be for a period 
of seven years, the terms to be either (a) a 
payment of £1,200 on the completion of the 
installation of the new lamps, plus an annua! 
contribution of £1,111, or (b) no initial 
charge, and an annual payment of £1,320. 

Mr. Patrick Deery said that the proposal 
was altogether excessive, and would represent 
an increase of £500 per annum on the present 
cost of lighting the streets of the town. This 
would mean an additional charge of 4d. on 
the rates for a smaller number of lamps. 

Mr. James Coburn, T.D., said that, while 
they all agreed that the Electricity Supply 

ard was a national asset, there was no 
reason in the world why public boards should 
be asked to pay exorbitant charges in order 
to try and make the scheme a paying pro- 
position. 

Mr, Corrigan said that under the scheme it 
was the intention not to light several of the 
poorer streets and allevs in the town, and he 
would not agree to that. The streets in 
which the workers lived were just as essen- 
tial to have lighted as were the aristocratic 
areas in the town. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Hughes) said that 
they had all been under the impression that 
when the Shannon current was available 
m Dundalk they would be getting the 
electric jight at about half what they were 
paying originally. Instead of that, they were 
to pay more than £500 a year additional rates, 
It was a ridiculous proposal, and one that 
the Council could not entertain. 

Mr. Corrigan said that they had in the 
town a gas company which was at present 
lighting at least one area in a perfect way— 
in a way that was unapproached by the 
electric Be. There was no reason. why 
they should agree to the proposal, and he 
suggested that the Gas Company should be 
asked to tender for the lighting of the streets 
of the town, or, at least, of certain areas, for 
a period of seven years.. The Gas Company 
was an Irish company, giving local employ- 
ment, and would certainly do it as well as 
anybody else. . 

A committee was appointed to consider the 
proposal of the Electricity Supply Board, and 


the Gas Company was invited to tender for 


the lighting of the town.

N the Ballina District Court to-day, 
evidence was given by Guards objecting 
to the renewal of two dance hall licences. 

The applicants were Mr. M. B. Durean, 
County Councillor, and Mr. P. Lawrence, 
both of Bonniconlon, Ballina, and both 
licensed publicans. 

Mr. Durcan, after giving evidence in 
support of his application, was _ cross- 
exam'ned’ by Superintendent Higgins, and 
admitted that occasionally there was shout- 
ing on the street and disorderly conduct after 
dances in his hall. The conduct might be an 
inconvenience to people, but would not 
prevent them sleeping. The dance hall was 
beside his public house, but he never abused 
his positon as a publican in regard to the 
dunces in the hall. 

Mr. Lawrence gave evidence in support of 
his application. He admitted that the noise 
after the dances in his hall would keep 
people from sleeping. . 

Guard Kelleher said that he was marr ed. 
and lived in the village. “The shouting and 
disorderly conduct kept him from sleeping. 
The girls screeched at the top of their voices 
between 1 and 3 a.m., and on one occasion 
his house was pelted with sods of turf. He 
had seen a body of men blow'ng police 
whistles and marching through the village 
in mob formation in the dead of night. 
Bonniconlon was densely populated’ by 
people who were very poor. 

Sergeant Finnerty gave evidence as to the 
blowing of police whistles after the dances, 
the shouting of party cries, and young men 
and women hanging around the village until 
the early hours of the morning. The parents 
of these young people objected to the dance 
halls. It would be a good thing, in his 
opinion, if the lcences were refused. Some 
of the boys and girls walked four and five 
miles to the dances, and were on the roads 
until late at night. 

District Justice Conroy’ granted the 
licences, but limited the hours for dancing 
to 11 o'clock p.m. in the summer and 10 
o'clock in the winter. 

John Goodwin asked for the renewal of his 
licence for his hall at the foot ofthe Ellagh- 
bee Mountain, in the same area. 

Cross-examined by Superintendent Higgins, 
who objected to the renewal, he said that 
the majority of the people attending the 
dances m his hall came down from the 
mountain, which he denied was notorious for

advanced under the Small Dwellings Act to 
local authorities for thirty-five years from 
the local loans fund would be charged at the 
rate of 53 per cent.

have to charge 6 per cent. if the money was 
horrowed from this source, Hitherto the 
Council had sueceeded in borrowing monéy 
from other sources at Jess than this, and the 
result was that thev were able to «dvance 
money both to private individuals and to the 
Dundalk Utility Society at the rate of 54 
per cent. 
Mr. Deery said that the amount of interest 
charged by the local loans fund was 
altogether too much, and an effort should 
be made to bring it down more in conformity 
with the rates now being charged by the 
banks. 

The Town Clerk stated that the financial 
side of the Council's scheme for the building 
of the ninety new houses, now in the course 
of erection, would depend on the class of 
tenants who would be allowed to live in the 
houses. If the tenants were le who were 
heing rehoused from insanitary dwellings the 
contribution of the Government would the 
substantial one of 66 2-3, but if tenants 
were not of that class it would mean that 
the rents would be very much bigher.

“Ridiculous Propesal.” 
Would Increase Rates 
By £500,

DUNDALK, Wetlnesday. 


ISSATISFACTION was expreksed at a. 
meeting of the Dundalk Urban Council 

“ last night at the pr Is of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board for the lighting of the 
streets of Dundalk. The Board suggested 
that all the street lamps should be replaced, 
that 250 new lamps should be substituted for 
the 325 at present used, and that they should 
be of greater wattage and give a much better 
light. The proposals of the Electricity Board 
were that the contract should be for a period 
of seven years, the terms to be either (a) a 
payment of £1,200 on the completion of the 
installation of the new lamps, plus an annua! 
contribution of £1,111, or (b) no initial 
charge, and an annual payment of £1,320. 

Mr. Patrick Deery cal thes the proposal 
was altogether excessive, and would represent 
an increase of £500 per annum on the present 
cost of lighting the streets of the town. This 
would mean an additional charge of 4d. on 
the rates for a smaller number of Jamps. 

Mr, James Coburn, T.D., said that, while 
they all agreed that the Electricity Supply 
Board was a national asset, there was no 
reason in the world why public boards should 
be asked to pay exorbitant charges in order 
to try and make the scheme a paying pro- 
position. 

Mr, Corrigan said that under the scheme it 
was the intention not to light several of the 
poorer streets and allevs in the town, and he 
would not agree to that. The streets in 
which the workers lived were just as essen- 
tial to have lighted as were the aristocratic 
areas in the town. - 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Hughes) said that 
they had all been under the impression that 
when the Shannon current was available 
in Dundalk they would be getting the 
electric jight at about half what they were 
paying originally. Instead of that, they were 
to pay more thun £500 a year additional tates 
It was a ridiculous proposal, and one that 
the Council could not entertain. 

Mr. Corrigan said that they had in the 
town a gas company which was at present 
lighting at least one area in a perfect way— 
in a way that was unapproached by the 
electric eign There was no reason. why 
they should agree to the proposal, and he 
suggested that the Gas Company should be 
asked to tender for the lighting of the streets 
of the town, or, at least, of certain areas, for 
a period of seven years. The Gas Company 
was an Irish company, giving local employ- 
ment, and would mm Ah. do it as well as 
anybody else. 

A committee was appointed to consider the 
proposal of the Electricity Supply Board, and 
the Gas Company was invited to tender for 
the lighting of the town.

Hours Restricted in County 
Mayo.

BALLINA, Wednesday. 


N the Ballina District Court to-day, 
evidence was given by Guards objecting 
to the renewal of two dance hall licences. 

The applicants were Mr. M. B.° Durean, 
County Councillor, and Mr. P. Lawrence, 
both of Bonniconlon, Ballina, and both 
licensed publicans. 

Mr. urcan, after giving evidence in 
support of his application, was  cross- 
exam'ned by Superintendent Higgins, and 
admitted that occasionally there was shout- 
ing on the street and disorderly conduct after 
dances in his hall. The conduct might be an 
inconvenience to people, but would not 
prevent them sleeping. The dance hall was 
beside his public house, but he never abused 
his positon as a publican in regard to the 
dances in the hall. 

Mr. Lawrence gave evidence in support of 
his application. He admitted that the noise 
after the dances in his hall would keep 
people from sleeping. . 

Guard Kelleher said that he was marr ed. 
and lived in the village. “The shouting and 
disorderly conduct kept him from sleeping. 
The girls screeched at the top oí their voices 
between 1 and 3 a.m., and on one occasion 
his house was pelted with sods oí turí. He 
had seen a body of men blowing police 
whistles and marching through the village 
in mob formation in the dead of night. 
Bonniconlon was densely populated by 
people who were very poor. 

Sergeant Finnerty gave evidence as to the 
blowing of police whistles after the dances, 
the shouting of party cries, and young men 
and women hanging around the village until 
the early hours of the morning. The parents 
of these young people objected to the dance 
halls. It would be a good thing, in his 
opinion, if the Il cences were refused. Some 
of the boys and girls walked four and five 
miles to the dances, and were on the roads 
until late at night. 

District Justice Conroy” granted the 
licences, but limited the hours for dancing 
to 11 o'clock p.m. in the summer and 10 
o'clock in the winter. 

John Goodwin asked for the renewal of his 
licence for his hall at the foot ofthe Ellagh- 
bee Mountain, in the same area. 

Cross-examined by Superintendent Higgins, 
who objected to the renewal, he said that 
the majority of the people attending the 
dances in his hall came down from the 
mountain, which he denied was notorious for 
poteen making.

Hitherto the 
Council had saeceeded in borrowing money 
from other sources at Jess than this; and the 
result was that they were able to «vance 
money both to private individuals and to the 
Dundalk Utility Society at the rate of 5) 
per cent. 

Mr. Deery said that the amount of interest 
charged by the local loans fund was 
altogether too much, and an effort should 
be made to bring it down more in conformity 
with the rates now being charged by the 
banks. 

The Town Clerk stated that the financial 
side of the Council's scheme for the building 
of the ninety new houses, now in the course 
of erection, would depend on the class of 
tenants who would be allowed to live in the 
houses. If the tenants were people who were 
heing rehoused from insanitary dwellings the 
contribution of the Government would be the 
substantial one of 66 2-3, but if tenants 
were not of that class it would mean that 
the rents would be very much bigher. 

A special meeting was ordered to be called 
to consider the matter, Mr. J. Coburn statin 
that a very false impression had been creat 
already by the statements made at the earlier 
meetings that these houses would be let at 
4s. a week.

The Liberal Secession. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has received the 
resignations of three Cabinet Ministers 
and eight junior Ministers. They joined 
his Government in an hour of national 
emergency, but find now that they cannot 
continue to do violence ‘to their free trade 
principles. The barque of national unity 
has split upon the rock of Ottawa. At the 
outset Viscount Snowden, Sir Herbert 
Samuel and their colleagues were willing 
to experiment with tariffs as a bargaining 
counter, but they protest now that Great 
Britain has put herself in permanent 
bondage to tariffs. Lord Snowden foresees 
the disruption of the Empire; his 
colleagucs are equally gloomy and equally 
resolute, and they are supported by three 
Liberal peers of high standing—the 
Marquess of Crewe, the Marquess of 
Reading and Viscount Grey of Fallodon— 
who declare that the resignations were 
*‘inevitable.’’ The sincerity and patriotism 
of such men are above suspicion, but free 
trade seems to be a matter of faith rather 
than of logical argument. Ottawa has not 
committed Great Britain to a permanent 
tariff system. On the contrary, it has in- 
duced some Dominions to call a halt in 
the building of tariff walls ; it has restored 
Britain’s fiscal freedom, and has provided 
a means of attack on uneconomic tariffs 
throughout the world. 

The only comfortable feature of. this 
crisis is the resigning Ministers’ assurance 
that, save on the tariff issue, they have no 
quarrel with the National Government, 
They declare that they will continue to 
give loyal support to its other policies, 
and, in particular, that they agree’ com- 
pletely with its policy for India. The 
assurance is welcome and valuable, but it 
will not atone for resignations which 
throw an important section of the Liberal 
Party once more back upon itself. There 
can be no doubt that the National Govern- 
ment has owed a large measure of its 
success to the truth of Vergil’s Possunt 
quia posse ridentur. The unity of all 
English parties at a time of peril made a 
profound impression on the world. — It

Tetrotism in India. 

For the second time within two months 
an attempt was made in Calcutta yesterday 
to assassinate Sir Alfred Watson, Editor 
of the Statesman. Sir .lfred is one of 
the best known journalists in India, and 
he has been very outspoken in his com- 
ments on Indian affairs. Many threats 
have been made against him, and on 
August 5th shots were fired at him by a 
young man, who afterwards committed 
suicide. Yesterday, as he was driving 
with his secretary to his office, he was 
pursued by three men in a motor car. 
When they came abreast of him they fired 
a volley of shots into his car, with the

wounded. Sir Alfred Watson had a 
marvellous escape from death. He was 
taken immediately to hospita], and now is 
out of danger. Neither of his companions 
was badly hurt. As'on the former occasion, 


suicide by poison, and the third has dis- 
appeared. Terrorism is nothing new in 
India, but the determined efforts to kill 
Sir Alfred Watson constitute a sinister 
sign of the times. Mr. Gandhi and his 
friends have been preaching a gospel of 
non-violence. They have based their 
campaign against British rule on the 
theory of passive resistance. They have 
deplored physical force in every shape and 
form, and we may believe that they have 
been sincere in their protestations. It is 
one thing, however, to preach a doctrine 
of non-violence; it is quite another to 
ensure its observance. The students of 
Bengal are hot-headed youths who regard 
Mr. Gandhi as an inspired saint. While 
they treat him almost with adoration, he 
does not seem to be moving quickly enough 
to suit their impulsive views, and several 
attempts have been made to force the pace. 
It would be foolish to pretend that the 
campaign of assassination is not highly 
dangerous. These young Bengali fanatics 
have as little regard for their own lives 
as they have for the lives of British sub- 
jects in India; and they seem to be quite 
prepared to sacrifice themselves in order 
to hasten the end of British rule. Mr. 
Gandhi. has a very great responsibility ; 
for he has started a movement which he 


cannot control, and all his spectacular 
fasts and self-abasement cannot absolve 
him from blood-guilt. It was inevitable 
from the beginning that the Gandhi policy 
of non-co-operation would fail, and 
would yield to the cruder methods of 
the gun. Force can be met only by force. 
The Government of India cannot allow its 
servants or its friends to be shot down 
with impunity. Its first duty is to protect 
the lives of well-disposed citizens.- 


Nature’s Havoc. 


At least, if our country must endure 
economic Sturm und Drang, it is a matter 
for thanks that she is not exposed to 
climatic and terrestrial cataclysms. Two 


Monday night from the assault of the 
elements, and serious loss is. reported. 
The hurricane which struck Puerto Rico, 
in the Wost Indies, has caused the death 
of some two hundred persons, the injury 
of more than a thousand, and damage 
whose full extent cannot be reckoned for 
some time. The island is desolate; 
hundreds of families are homeless, and 
relief organisations are working with un 
wearied zeal lest the tale of ruin may be 
increased. It is said that the hurricane 
moved from the stricken island upon 
Santo Domingo, where one town has 
suffered already. According to the latest 
accounts, it has spared the capital, but 
now is directing its force against 
Jamaica. Hurricanes are almost a common. 
place—a formidable commonplace—in the 
West Indies. Puerto Rico was de- 
vastated by a tornado so lately as 1928, 
and Monday night’s vicitation is said to 
have been no less destructive. Almost at 
the hour when disaster first came upon 
Puerto Rico one of the historic places of 
civilisation was assailed by another terror. 
A severe earthquake shock, which lasted 
for a minute and was followed by a series 
of minor. shocks, laid waste wide areas in 
the district of Chalcidice, in Macedonia. 
Thus far two hundred deaths are reported, 
and several thousands of houses have 
collapsed. Six villages—among them is 
Stageira, the birthplace of Aristotle— 
have suffered complete destruction.. We 
must hope that, the tale of loss will not be 
swollen by subsequent news. 


Slaughter-Houses. 


The County Medical Officer of Health 
for Donegal has called attention to a 
scandal that stands in urgent need of 
correction. The condition of slaughter- 
houses in every part of the county, he 
observes, is a menace to the health of the 
people. All of them are under private 
ownership, and in the main they are nothing 
more than old stables and sheds, situated 
in the butchers’ back-yards. No attempt 
is made to render the buildings suitable 
for their purpose, and naturally no proper 
hygienic precautions can be taken. This 
evil is far too general not only in County 
Donegal, but in nearly every part of the 
Free State. Dr. O Deagha advocates public 
abattoirs as the ideal solution, but laments 
that a difficulty is presented in the case 
of his county by the small size of the towns 
and the sparsely populated rural areas. 
The same difficulty must apply to most 
counties, but some degree of centralisation 
ought to be possible. Any town with a 
population of more than two thousand is 
quite large enough to support a public 
abattoir, subject to constant inspection by 
public health officials. The villages and 
rural areas, moreover, do not present an 
insuperable difficulty. Many Irish villages 
are so small that they do not possess a 
butcher's shop of their own, and a com- 
paratively wide district is served by a 
single shop in one of the larger villages. 
In districts where several butchers, every 
one carrying out his own slaughtering, 
exist, the business of slaughtering could 
be concentrated easily in the hands of one 
of them. Thus the number of slaughter- 
houses would be decreased, and all could 
be subjected to a regular and rigorous 
system of inspection.

HURRICANE SWEEPS 


SEASON’S CROPS. LAID

From RFEUTER $ CORRESPONDENTS, 


HE hurricane which has devastated 

the Virgin Islands and the island 

of Porto Rico is continuing on its west- 

ward path of destruction through the 
West Indies 

After laying waste the town of San 
Pedro de Maoris, on the south coast of 
Santo Domingo, it is now revaging the 

aiti, 
and, moving at the rate of from ten tc 
twelve miles an hour, threatens the British 
colony of Jamaica. 

No serious damage is reported from 
Haiti, the high peaks around Port au 
Prince having broken the force of the 
winds; but in Porto Rico over two 
hundred persons were killed, and serious 
injury and ruin has been suffered by 
thousands of others. 

The scene in San Juan, the capital of 
Porto Rico, is one of complete desolation. 
The town is without water, light or tele- 
phones. The masts of the wireless station 
which broadcast the first alarm are a 
mass of twisted steel. Along the sea front 
at least eight huudred of the thousand 
dwellings there have been razed to the 


ground or rendered uminhabitahle. 


RELIEF MEASURES. 


A sugar company official of Fajardo 
reported on arrival in the capita] that 
there were 35 dead at Areci 39 at 
Fajardo, and 100 between Fajardo and 
Carolini alone, where all the towns have 
been flattened and not one of the planta- 
tion houses left standing. The entire 
crops in the affected area have been 
destroyed. 

A relief committee has been formed to 
provide food and shelter for the hundreds 
of families who have been rendered 10me- 
less. Schools and churches have been con- 
verted into refugee camps, while many 
families have been given. shelter in Fort 
Cristobal. 

The American Red Cross is despatching 
flour, clothing and medicines by warships, 
while the United States Army and Navy 
have been ordered to assist in the work of 
relief. (Porto Rico is a United States 
possession. ) Prisoners are helping 
National Guard men and the police in 
clearing the roads and streets. 

The Governor has given instructions 
that all Government ofices are to open to- 
morrow, ‘‘ We must have everybody go 
to work as though nothing had happened 
—only more so, he said.

THE CABINET AND THE ISSUE. 


Less than two hours yesterday sufficed 
to bring to an issue the discussions within 
the Cabinet arising out of the Ottawa 
ugreements. The Cabinet met at 11 a.m., 
every one of its twenty members being 
present, and by 12.50 it had fought cut its 
nternal differences and had adjourned 
for lunch, in the knowledge that three of 
its members—Lord Snowden, Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Sir Archibald Sinclair—had 
esigned, That such a speedy result should 
be possible is due to the fact that much 
had happened behind the scenes in the 
ourse of the past few weeks. 

When the Cabinet assembled al] its 

mbers knew that an immediate rupture 
was inevitable. The considerations in- 
volved, one way and the other, had been 
already argued out, and what remained 
was that the case for and against should 
be stated. openly in the Cabinet, and a 
formal decision taken. The immediate 
proposal before the Cabinet was that the 
legislative action on the Ottawa agree- 
ments should be delayed until after the 
World Economic Conference, which is ex- 
pected to meet in December. 

This proposal was put forward by the 
Liberal free trade Ministers—Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Sir Archibald Sinclair—and 
it involved the whole question of the policy 
of the Ottawa agreements. The Cabinet 
regarded the proposal as im- 
practicable, and on its rejection Lord 
Snowden. Sir Herbert Samuel and Sir 
\rchibald Sinclair intimated their inten- 

mn to resign.

A PROMINENT grain importer, inter- 

viewed in Dublin yesterday as to 
the possible effects of the new Free State 
duties, said that it was rather too early 
to give a proper judgment, but he thought 
that they would have little effect on the 
quantity imported. 

‘The tarift,” he said, “ is obviously not 

intended to prohibit imports of maize and 
otmer grain, but to stimulate the growing 
of grain in Ireland by making it almost 
obligatory for millers to include ten pe 
cent, of Irish cereals in their product. 
The duties are so prohibitive that it would 
be virtually impossible for a miller to 
take any other course. It has been stated 
that a licence has been already issued to 
a grain importer, and I think it probable 
that such licences (which allow the impor- 
tation of grain free of duty) will be issued 
to almost all firms. The Government's 
plan is apparently to charge duty only in 
such cases where the miller does not 
include the required proportion of Irish 
meal. 
_“* Possibly, if the production of grain in 
Ireland is increased, the new duties may 
eventually lead to a smaller importation of 
grain; but there is no prospect of this. in 
the immediate future. The plan will un- 
doubtedly encourage the grain-growers, 
but the question is whether it will do so 
at the expense of the feeders. The new 
commodity is likely to be somewhat more 
expensive, and the farmers, owing to the 
present crisis, are finding it hard to make 
both ends meet, as it is.”’ 


A MILLER’S VIEW, 


The manager of a Dublin milling firm 
described the measure as “ somewhat 
drastic.’’ It might mean the necessity of 
installing new machinery in the mills, he 
said, owing to the fact that the home- 
grown grain would in future have to be 
ground into the maize. In his opinion, it 
would tend to raise the cost of the finished 
commecity, and might also raise the cost 
of home-grown grain, owing to the in- 
creased demand for it. 

The ordinary baking industry, he said, 
would not be affected, and there was no 
danger of an increase in the price of 
bread. 


THE OATMEAL TAX.

FIRE BRINGS CITY 
TO A STAND-STILL 


RUSSELS is in a state of suspended 

animation (telegraphs Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent).

WORKMEN’S ESCAPE. 


There were over three hundred workmen 
in the huge power station when the fire 
broke out, sur SEN from a short- 
circuit, though the cause has not yet been 
definitely established. With great rapidity 
the flames spread from the turbine house 
until the whole building was involved, and 
the workers had the greatest difficulty in 
escaping. Happily, only one man was 
injured. 

he power-house is now in ruins, and 
the loss is estimated at between fifty and 
a hundred million francs’ (from £400,000 
to £800,000 at present exchange rates). 

As a crowning stroke of fate the gas 
works, too, became involved in the fire, 
and there is some doubt as to whether the 
gas supply will fail. 

Enormous crowds flocked to the banks of 
the canal to watch the conflagration. 


REDUCED SUPPLY. 

A sub-station capable of generating a 
maximum of 36,000 h.p. only is still 
functioning, and by bringing into use a 
reserve power station a very much reduced 
supply of electricity was made available 
before nightfall. Nevertheless, the rush 
to buy candles and lamps was so great that 
supplies were exhausted. 

Of the evening papers Le Soir alone 
appeared on the streets, a stand-by plant 
having nullified the effects of the fire.

AN UNTIMELY 
SECESSION. 


———€— 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
The secession of three Cabinet Ministers, 
to say nothing of a number of occupants of 
minor posts, cannot but be deeply 
regretted as the first breach in the 
National Government. Regret, it is true, 
need not be allowed to develop into alarm 
for the future, because proof is already 
forthcoming that the breach has been 
easily reparable. Meanwhile the weaken- 
ing of the Government will be one of 
appearance rather than one of substance. 
Appearances are by no means to be 
despised, especially in the handling of all 
those problems, both at home and abroad, 
where the existence of joint responsibility 
has put beyond question the existence of 
national unity ; but the loss of the actual! 
Ministers concerned may well mean that 
the Government gains in cohesion without 
EE, its claim to possess a national 
mandate. 


Lord Snowden ends a long career of 
public - service, marked by consistent 
courage, if by unequal vision, with a letter 
which shows that his powers of producing 
philippics are happily unimpaired, even if 
he is compelled to found himself on the 
fallacy that the national emergency is 
over. Sir Herbert Samuel and his col- 
leagues make the same extraordinary as- 
sumption that there is not now any acute 
and imminent danger such as existed a 
year ago, and proceed to read into the 
Ottawa agreements a set of very terrible 
dangers which their colleagues remaining 
in the Government and the authors of the 
agreements are unable to detect. 

The implication that the departing 
Ministers have been goaded into resigna- 
tion by the refusal of Conservative 
Ministers to abate one tittle of their 
party’s policy is a pure myth, and the 
final proposal that the Liberal Ministers 
should stay in the Cabinet on condition 
that legislation arising out of the Ottawa 
agreements was delayed, is clearly im- 
practicable. This proposal would merely 
mean, for example, that the negotiation cf 
those agreements with foreign countries, 
for which the departing Ministers are so 
anxious, would also be delayed for many 
months to come. These letters of resiena- 
tior, in fact, only make it clear that the 
signatories were absolutely determined to 
resign and that yesterday’s Cabinet was 
no more than « formality. That being so, 
the colleagues whom they have left to 
bear the burden need waste no time in 
vain regrets. They have to carry the 
country through a winter which seems 
likely to be exceptionally difficult, even in 
these difficult times. They can only set 
their teeth and continue to face their 
responsibilities with unabated courage. 


OTHER PRESS VIEWS. 


The News Chronicle states :—The fiery 
letter in which Lord Snowden informs the 
Prime Minister of his departure deserves a 
place in any anthology of such things as a 
masterpiece of trenchant invective. It is the 
heaviest and the most direct blow yet struck 
ut Ottawa and all its works.

RAIN OF BULLETS FROM 
PASSING CAR.

CALCUTTA, Wednesday. 


OR the second time within less than 

two months an attempt was made 

to-day to assassinate Sir Alfred Watson, 
the editor of the Statesman. 

The assassination was carefully planned 
by Indian terrorists, who rained bullets 
into Sir Alfred’s car. 

Sir Alfred, who was twice wounded, 
is still in hospital, but is now out of 
danger. He is suffering from shock and 
loss of blood. After the attack he was 
able to dictate a message to his news- 


aper. 
e'The attempt on Sir Alfred Watson’s 
life was ye with dramatic suddenness 
shortly after six o'clock this evening. 
Accompanied by his secretary, Mrs. Rose 
Grose, Sir Alfred left the office at six 
o’clock for a drive in his car. He had, 
however, proceeded only a short distance 
when another car, driven at a high speed, 
raced past, and its occupants simul- 
taneously poured a hail of bullets into his 
car. 


SUICIDE WHEN TRAPPED. 


Sir Alfred was hit in both shoulders. 
The driver of the car was seriously 
wounded. and Mrs. Grose had a spent 
bullet lodge in her hand. 

The assailants escaped by driving off at 
a terrific speed. 

Later the car. was found abandoned 
three miles from the city, and about a 
milo farther on two young Bengalis were 
found on the roadside dead, having 
poisoned themselves after a desperate 
attempt to escape on foot from a purt- 
suing crowd. One has been identified as 
Satin Mukerjee; the other is still un- 
identified. 

The third assailant got into a taxi-cab 
and disappeared. The taxi-cab driver, 
who is now in custody, complained to the 
police that his ‘‘fare’’ had vanished with- 
out paying. 

As soon as the news of the outrage 
reached the police all outlets from the 
city were heavily picketed, and all cars 
were held up and searched. These activities 
on the part of the police apparently 
frightened the assailants into abandoning 
the car. 


SECOND ATTEMPT. 


In the car was found a six-chambered 
revolver, and a similar revolver was found 
on one of the dead Bengalis. A ee 
showing that the car was purchased only 
this morning was found in one of their 
pockets. 

Apparently the car had waited some 
way from the Statesman office, and when 
Sir Alfred Watson emerged, followed him 
for a considerable distance before the 
attack was made. 

During the last two or three years Sir 
Alfred’s life has repeatedly been threatened 
by extremists, who dislike the policy of 
his paper, 

On August 5th he was shot at by a 
young Bengali, but escaped unhurt. His 
assailant was captured, but committed 
suicide by swallowing a dose of poison. 

Sir Alfred Watson, who was recently 
knighted for his services as editor of the 
Statesman, is 58 years of age, and is a 
native of Newcastle-on-Tyne. He is one 
of a distinguished journalistic family.

PROMISE OF CO-OPERATION 
ON CERTAIN MEASURES

The following is the text of Lord Snowden’s 
Jetter to the Bt Minister :— 
Tuford, Farnham, 
September 28, 1932. 

Dear Prime Minister,—I wrote to you on 
August 29th, after the Cabinet meeting on 
the 27th, at which the report of the Ottawa 
delegation was received and considered, in- 
forming you of my decision to withdraw from 
the Government. Your reply, and your subse- 
quent letters, and our conversation, have not 
altered my decision, so I now ask you formally 
to submit to His Majesty my resignation of 
the office I have had the honour to hold. 

1 need not say that I regret to be compelled 
to take this action, for it severs our forty 
years’ close political association and co- 
operation in work which has transformed the 
party features of British politics. But I can 
no jonger, without loss of all self-respect, 
remain a member of a Government which is 
pursuing a policy which I believe is disastrous 
to the welfare of the country, which will 
lead to the disruption of the Empire, and 
which is fraught with great danger to our 
international relations. 

I am well aware of, and have given due 
consideration to, the reasons which are being 
urged against any action which might weaken 
the unity of the National Government, and 
Jessen its influence and prestige in the world. 
I took my part in forming the National 
Government when our colleagues in the 
Labour Government ran away from a neces. 
Bary task, which they feared would involve a 
disagreealhle unpopularity. Like von, I sacri 
ficed the associations of g political lifetime 
for what I still believe was an imperative 
duty in a time of grave national] crisis. J 
helped to the best of my powers to secure the 
unprecedented national victory at the polls 
Jast autumn, I did this on vour assurance, 
and that of Mr. Baldwin, that a National 
Government, reinforced by a popular mandate, 
would work only in the national 
interests, and would not be used 
for party. purposes and policy, I

OTTAWA. 

The British delegation went to Ottawa with 
the declared intention of increasing inter-Im- 
perial trade and securing a general lowering 
of world tariffs We had their assurance that 
nothing would be agreed to which hampered 
our freedom to negotiate with foreign coun- 


tries for the lowering of tariffs. They have come 


back after weeks of acrimonious disputes and 
sordid struggles with vested interests, with 
agreements wrenched from them to avert a 
collapse of the Conference, and an exposure 
to the world of the hollowness of the talk of 
Imperial sentiment in economic affairs. 

This is not the occasion to discuss the 
Ottawa agreements in detail. There will be 
plenty of opportunity to do that when the 
public of this country have been put in posses- 
sion of the true facts. 

Nothing in my political experience has been 
more disgraceful and dishonest than the mis- 
representations of the results of the Confer- 
ence which are being circulated 
the Tory Press. The British delegates have 
come back with agreements to maintain exist- 
ing tariffs, to increase existing duties on food 
imports, to impose a duty on wheat, and to 
raise the price of meat and bacon by some 
incomprehensible plan for restricting foreign 
imports. 

These agreements deprive us to a great ex- 
tent of the use of our tariff as a bargaining 
weapon. The Dominions are to have a free 
market here while retaining their protective, 
and often prohibitive, duties against British 
trade. We have undertaken to denounce some 
of our trade agreements with foreign countries. 
The Dominions are to dictate to us where we 
shall buy and where we shall not buy. The 
agreements have surrendered ovr fiscal 
autonomy, and handed over to the Dominions 
the control cf British trade policy, reducing 
this country below the status of a Dominion, 
You cannot expect Free Traders to acquiesce. 
even passively, in such a policy of national 
humiliation and bondage.

TERMS OF LETTER. 


The Liberal Ministers’ letter of resignation 
to the Prime Minister was signed - Sir 
Iferbert Samuel (Home Secretary), Sir Arclii- 
bald Sinclair (Secretary of State for Scot- 
land), Mr, Isaac Foot (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary for the Mines Department), Lord 
Lothian (Under Secretarv of State for India), 
Sir Robert Hamilton (Under Secretary of 
State for the Colonics), Mr. Graham White 
(Assistant Fostmaster-General), Mr. Walter 
tea (Comptroller of the Household Libera! 
and Chief Whip), Viscount Allendale 
(Government Whip in the House of Lords), 
Sir Murdech McKenzie Wood, and Mr. Har- 
court Johnstone (Assistant Whips). 

The terms of the letter are as follow :— 

DEAR Prime MINIstTeR,—We were glad to 
co-operate with you and with others represent- 
ing different views in forming a year ago a 
National Government charged with the 
special duty of helping to raise the country 
out of the grave financial and economic diffi- 
culties in which it was sunk. The first and 
urgent task was to balance the Budget, to 
stop borrowing for unemployment allowances, 
to save the pound sterling from collapse, and 
to re-establish the national credit.” That has 
been successfully accomplished. 

The next task should have been to assist 
by every possible effort in freeing the world 
from the network of tariffs, quotas and all 
kinds of commercial restrictions which, by 
universal consent, are the principal hindrance 
to a return to prosperity. Instead of doing 
this, the Government has itself built up an 
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immense and intricate system of similar 
restrictions intended to be lasting; _— 

The results so far have been profoundly 
unsatisfactory. . The policy of protection by 
limjting imports has cut into our. exports. 
It has reduced by one-fourth our valuable 
re-export trade; it has contributed greatly to 
the Jayn of hundreds of thousands of 
tons of ‘Bri sh shipping in recent months 
The numbers of tne unemployed which were. 
beginning to dimidish after we left the gold 
standard have increased in the last five 
months by 500,000 


_ & FUTILE BARRIER. . 

The policy of Protection has proved a futile 
barrier ago An distress among the people. It 
is are a charge of seventy millions a 
year upon the National Exchequer, and is the 
chief cause of our present financial difficul- 
ties 

Last January those of the signatories of 

this letter who were members of the Cabinet, 
together with their late colleagues, Sir Donald 
Maclean and Lord Snowden, being strongly 
opposed to the policy then being ve attr and 
foreseeing its consequences, ‘wished to with- 
draw from the Government. They resigned 
their offices. At the urgent request of .your- 
self and other members of the Cabinet. they 
agreed to withdraw those resignations and to 
accept the unprecedented proposal made to 
them, that they should be free of all respon- 
sibility for the policy to which they objected, 
and should be at liberty to oppose the mea- 
sures then in question by speech and by 
vote, . 
The-agreements at Ottawa présent a fresh 
situation. It is different from that. which 
then prevailed in two . respects. ; First, 
the measures now about to be proposed are, 
in our opinion, open to objections of an even 
graver character than those that applied to 
the earlier measures; secondly, while there 
are, without question, very grave difficulties 
still facing the country’ both at home. and 
abroad, it would not be true to say that there 
is now any acute and imminent danger such 
as existed a year ago, and continued, though 
in less degree, eight months ago. 

We do not consider, therefore, that there is 
any longer an over-riding national duty to 
maintain the present political combination, 
notwithstanding the fundamental differences 
on great issues which divide us. 


PRINCIPAL OBJECTIONS, 


Our principal objections to the Ottawa 
Agreements are these ;— 

t—In our view the whole policy of “ hard 
bargaining ’’.on trade matters between the 
Governments of the different parts of the 
Empire is wrong. We regard the continued 
unity and harmony of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations as of supreme importance 
to its own members and of the greatest value 
to the world at large. That purpose cannot 
be assisted by conferences such as that at 
Ottawa. In our view it can only be imperilled. 
The ‘process, so clearly in evidence during 
those proceedings, of pressing one part of 
the Empire to make unwilling sacrifices in 
order that another part of the Empire may 
be induced, equally unwillingly, to make 
counter-sacrifices is not the means to promote 
unity and harmony. There are differences of 
economic interest between the parts of the 
Empire, which arise inevitably from their 
differing conditions. To bring these trade 
eriatiry into the forefront of the political 
eld is to invite disagreements between 
Empire Governments which are likely sooner 
or later to become acute. Tighter bonds may 
mean greater friction. The policy is most 
dangerous to the whole future of the Common- 
wealth. 

2—The agreements signed by our delegates 
include an undertaking that the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom will not reduce cer- 
tain duties on articles imported from foreign 
countries during a term of years without the 
consent of the Governments of the Dominions. 
Apart from the question whether any Govern- 
ment is entitled to give such an undertaking, 
Parliament itself cannot properly enact a 
statute of that nature. It would purport to 
bar a subsequent Parliament from seducing 
taxes levied at our ports unless the Govern- 
ments of other parts of the Empire had 
given their consent, even though there might 
have been a clear mandate from the elec- 
torate that it should do so. Such a proposal 
is, in our view, wholly unconstitutional, 


FOREIGN TRADE ASPECT: 


3—The World Economic Conferencd is 
about to meet. It is essential that we should 
be free at that Conference to enter into any 
arrangements’ that are practicable and 
advantageous for the expansion of our trade 
with. foreign couatries, which is by far the 
largest part of our commerce. The Ottawa 
agreements would tie onr hands, If, for 
example, it were found practicable and 
advisable to join any group of countries 
which agreed among themselves gradually to 
reduce the tariffs on their mutual trade, and 
ultimately to free it from — restrictions 
altogether, the terms of the Ottawa agree- 
ments, once they were ratified, would pre- 
clude us from doing so. 

4—The tariff concessions to be made by 
the Dominions and India will, undoubtedly, 
be of some benefit to some branches of our 
trade. But the volume of our exports that 
might be affected is too small for these 
advantages to make any substantial difference 
to the numbers of our unemployed. More- 
over, many, if not most, of the reductions 
are hedged round with conditions and 
qualifications that make them very pro- 
blematical. So far as Australia is concerned. 
Mr. Bruce is reported in the Press to have 
stated that ‘‘ There has been no radical 
departure from Australia’s fiscal policy,” 
The same may be said of Canada. Certain 
advantages have been secured in India, but 
none that are likely ‘to be of appreciable 
value to our cotton indast ry, and the collapse 
of the export cotton trade to India, largely 
owing to imposition of high tariff duties, is 
the chief cause of the long-continued and 
widespread unemployment in Lancashire. 
Our agriculture is likely to derive little 
benefit, if -any, from the “provisions of the 
agreements. To the question of migration 


within the Empire, either now or in the 
future, no reference whatever is made. 
although that matter is of the greatest 
interest to the people of the United Kingdom. 

5—On the other side of the account there 
are to be imposed, or made permanent, a 
series of taxes or quota restrictions on. a long 
range of foodstuffs and raw materials. The 
freedom of those commodities from taxation 
and restriction is, in our view, of vita] ini- 
portance, both to the welfare of our’ working- 
classes and to the prosperity of our manufac- 
tures. The measures now ‘proposed must. 
in the long run, raise the cost of living and 
the cost of production above what they would 
otherwise be, They will make for a lessening

crease in social discontent and unrest, 
_ 6—A condition imposed upon our delegates 
in the last stages of the Conference will re- 
quire that immediate notice shall be given to 
terminate our present trade agreement with 
Russia. Whether we shall be able to enter 
into any more satisfactory agreement is neces- 
sarily uncertain. If rot, a further blow will 
have been struck at our export trade, with a 
further increase in the number of the wn- 
employed,

LORD LOTHIAN’S

My’ resignation is in no way connected 
with Indian affairs, about which I am in 
complete agreement with the policy of the 
Government. It is our intention to support 
the Government in giving effect to the 
national policy contained in the Prime 
Minister’s declaration of 1st December, 1931, 
which had. amd continues to have, our full 
approval; for it would be fatal to the best 
interests of India that its constitution should 
be allowed to become involved in the party 


politics of this country.

The following letter, signed by the 
Marquess of Crewe, the Marquess of Reading 
and Viscount Grey of Fallodon, was issued 
last night :— 

Those of us who share Sir Herbert 
Samuel’s view of the Ottawa agreements 
must regard his retirement and that of his 
Free Trade colleagues from: the Government 
as inevitable, and the only honourable course 
open to them. 

‘The question now is not one of tariffs for 
revenue, ror is it a question of tariffs for an 
emergency, such as were contemplated as 
possible at the last election. The Govern- 
ment ate now committed, to an enduring 
policy of tariffs, which cannot by their 
natere be used to bargain for lower foreign 
tariffs, and which must be further obstacles 
to that freer world trade to which we were 
Lassuredéthat the Ottawa Conference, would. be 
a prelnile. In the development and applica- 
tion of this policy, members of the Ca inet 
will now have to collaborate, The difference 
is too great to-be decently covered by the 
agreement to sar aidh which served its 

se some months ago, 
P Bat we ‘hope it will ‘be shown that this 
difference of opinion does not mean joimng 
an opposition to overthrow the Government. 
The Government was formed to avert national 
financial collapse, Its success in doing this, 
and in vestorng financial credit, is ample 
‘ustification of the action of Sir Herbert 
Samuel and other Liberals in helping to form 
it. To overthrow the Government would 
shake the financial credit of the country, and 
thereby bring upon us greater . misery 
and distress than even a mistaken fiscal 
policy can do. The world, too, As full of 
troubles, and it is important that in Indian 
and European and international affairs gene- 
rally the Government should have nationa: 
gunport. 

It is understood that except as regards 
fiscal policy there has been no difference on 
main issues inside the Cabinet between free 
trade members of it and their colleagues. We 
hope this degree of harmony may be found 
possible outside, as it has been within the 
Cabinet. | ! 

We will not, attempt here to argue the merits 
of fiscal policy. Space would not permit, and 
this is not -our object. We desire only to 
say that we are in full agreement with Sir 
Herbert Samuel and his free trade colleagues 
in the decision that they cannot continue in 
the Government,

BOY'S DEATH. 
--—$- - - 
CAUSED BY STONE THROWN 
IN PLA”. 


The South City Dublin Coroner, Dr. J. P. 
Brennan, resumed an inquest yesterday on 
James Brohoon (15), of Perrystown Cottages, 
Crumlin, whose death was caused by a stone 
thrown by a playmate on August 16 last. 

William O’Brien (aged 12), of Whitehall, 
said that on Monday, August 15, he accom- 
panied a number of boys of his own age to 
Cullen’s Millrace for a swim. Brohoon and 
another boy arrived shortly. afterwards and 
entered the water. Witness and others 
threw soít muck, which they. got from the 
bank, at-Brehoon, who climbed out of the 
water and ran: behind a bush, where he re- 
mained about half an hour, Two boys called 
to Brohoon, who came out from behind the 
bushes and went back to the water to wash 
the mud off. As he was drying himself some- 
body pushed a boy named Taylor on top of 
him, and Brohoon said: “When I get my 
clothes on, Tom Taylor, I will fight you.’’ 

When Brohoon finished dressing, continued 
the witness, he struck Taylor, and they 
fought for about quarter of an hour. Tom 
Ennis and Billy Coleman tried to: separate 
them but could not. - Then Mr. Carroll came 
on the scene, and they all ran away. 

Reviewing the evidence taken at the pre- 
vious hearing, Dr. Brennan said that the | si 
boy'a mother had stated that when James 
arrived home on the day of the stone-throw- 
ing he went to bed and said some lads had 
kicked his head and “ walloped " him with 
stones. The boy died on the following day. 
Dr. McMahon and Dr. O'Connor had testified 
that as the result of a post-mortem examina- 
tion. they found a mark behind the right ear 
of the dead boy, and cerebral haemorrhage 
had taken place. In many res} cts, he said, 
the case Was a very serious one, and there 
was no doubt that, if the stone thrown was 
deliberately. intended to strike Brohoon, the 
hoy who threw it was guilty of murder or 
On the other hand; it was 


without any malicious intent, That was a 
matter for the jury to decide. 

After an absence of nearly half an hour, 
the jury returned a verdict that James 
Brohoon died from cerebral hemorrhage, 
accidentally caused by a stone oan ae 
Martin Ennis.

Senator O'Farrell said that the railway 
position was fast advancing to a crisis, which 
threatened to be the most dangerous in 
transport history, The railway trade unions 
and the Labour Party, realising the serious- 
ness of the situation, presented to the Govern- 
ment a series of proposals commensurate with 
the urgency snd magnitude of the threat mod 
crisis. 

They had raturally Icoked for sympathy 
and statesmaniike action from a Government 
which, during the gene-al electéon, described 
itself as a “ Pro-Railway Party,” and which 
was pledged io take such action as would 
place the -ailways upon a self-supporting 
basis, Since the election large numbers of 
railwaymen had lost their employment, and 
the only action on the part of the Govern- 
ment. so far had been a valuable financial 
concession to 1ailway ccempetitors. | 

Referring to the interview which the Labour 
Party Transport Sub-Committee had with Mr. 
Lemass, he said that the only point in eon- 
nection with which the deputation was left 
under no misapprehension was the rejection 
by the Government of the Labour proposals, 
either in respect of temporary assistance or 
future policy. The Government alterna- 
tive was fo vagu2 as to be very 
dificult to understand, but it , was 
clearly hased on the principle of 
leaving to the prescnt directors of the Great 
Southern Railways the task of unravelling 
tLe present x gt > transport tangle. In 
other words, Mr. Lemass had for practical 
purroses accepted Mr. MecGilligan’s sugges- 
tion of a further trial for railway directors, 
even though the experiment may mean 
further sufferings, including loss of employ- 
ment, for thousands of railwaymen. 


COMPANY’S ATTITUDE. 

The problem had become much too com- 
plex to be left to private enterprise to disen- 
tangle. It was obvious from the speeches of 
railwa. chairmen that the principal cure in 
the minds of the directors was a drastic 
lowering of the standard of employment of 
railway workers. The letter from the Sec- 
retary of the G.S.R. to the Cork Share- 
holders’ Protection Association, published in 
that morning’s Press, was a fair indication 
of the intentions of the companies in this 
respect. No co-operation with the railway 
trade unions was desired, nor even with 
shareholders who favoured such co-operation. 
The present national crisis was to be utilised 
to reduve wagés to a ruinous extent, after 
which the companies, with the assistance of 
the Gevernment, might set about transport 
re-organisation. 

The railways were vitally affected by the 
national crisis, and railwaymen could, there- 
fore, claim to be amongst the first '' casual- 
ties’’ for which the Special Emergency Fund 
of £2,000,000 was authorised. It was the 
duty of the Government in these cireum- 
stances to utliice portion of that money to 
recoup the railway services for their losses, 
which in the case of the G.S.R., were said 


to amount to £12,000 per week for livestock | 


alone. 

Tt was utterly unfair to ask railwaymen to 
shoulder the whole of this burden, as was 
suggested in certain quarters. Certain 
‘* Kloquent Dempseys ” were going around 
the country pledging everybody to sacrifices 
except themselves and the interests they re- 
presented.. Too many politicians were pre- 
be to fight to their neighbour 's last loaf. 
t was a safe, easy and inexpensive way oÍ 
becoming a national hero, of which the 
country’ had ah exportable surplus at the 
presént time. 

Railwaymen, whose wages were already 
below the standard of most other workers in 
the country, were not willing to become the 
patient oxen of industry, and bear “ ~ther 
sacrifices that would be quite unnecessary if 
the Government of the day atted up to its 
pre-election promises and set about putting 
the transport services on a business-like, 
economic and efficient basis, which could only 
be done along the lines suggested by the 
trade union and labour delegation. vs 


MONEY FOR MAINTENAN“®, 

Mr. W. Davin, T.D., said the Labour 
Party could not be expected to support any 
patchwork proposals which would continue to 
leave the railways at the mercy of its un- 
controlled competitors. The shopkeepers, who 
had been receiving the benefit of cheap rates 
from the road services, had not passed on the 
benefit of such reduced rates to the purchas- 
ing public, and the general body of the fate- 
payers had been paying increasing rates for 
the upkeep of the roads without getting any 
egmpensating advantage. The Great Southern 
Railway should not be allowed to use the 
shareholders’ money in order to carry on a 
road service for the carriage of goods in open 
competition with its own rail service. The 
Minister for Industry and Commerce ought to 
know that hundreds of miles of the

tion of rolling stock. 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr. 
J. R. Crawford, and seconded by Mr. W. 
P. Greene, was carried unanimously :— 

‘That thig meeting reiterates its strongest 
possible opposition to any attempt at ‘a 
solution of the railway problem by the im- 
position of sweated conditions of employment 
upon railway workers, and pledges its fullest 
support to the Executive Committee in any 
steps it may consider necessary in defence 
of existing rates of pay, which are admittedly 
below the standards prevailing in comparable 
services and industries. 

‘The meeting strongly protests against the 
action otf the Government in rejecting the 
Labour and trade union proposala in regard 
to State acquisition and control of the main 
transport services, re-affirms its emphatic 
belief that it is only along such lines that 
any effective solution of the transport 


| ‘gireecy can be found, and calls upon the 


zabour Party to take steps to bring the 
necessary pressure to bear upon the Govern- 
ment with a view to securing the acceptance 
by them of the proposals submitted to the 
President and Acting Minister for Industry 
and Commerce on 23rd July.”

NO CHANGE. 


Before entraining to-day Barn von 
Neurath told newspaper represertatives that 
the conversations he had.had with various 
authorities at Geneva had not led to any 
modifications; of Germany's. standpoint or 
altered the situation in any way,.and that no 
concrete proposals of-a practical nature had 
been submitted to him. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, who is also leaving 
Geneva this evening, is, however, more opti- 
mistic, and said that’ he hoped that before 
his return from London sufficient progress 
would have been made to enable the Bureau 
to advise upon the: procedure to be followed 
with regard to the question of security and 
equality of status for which Germany is 
pressing. i 

The general feeling here does not seem to 
warrant, this hope. 

M. Hertiot’s speech to-morrow will not 
deal with controversial issues. 


THE *“ RED” ELEPHANT. 


The so-called “red” elephant of the 
League, in other words, the Labour Office, 
will be thought more than ever to have 
justified this name in the light of the figures 
announced to-day by Major Elliot, the British 
representative. . 

When the whole question of League finance 
was entered upon by the Fourth Commission, 
Major Elliot said that the position must be 
regarded as very serious, seeing that the 
arrears now amounted to. 19,000,000 gold 
francs (approximately £792,000). The Work- 
ing Capital Fund had dropped half a milliop 
francs, and the cash balance with the 
Secretariat at the end of 1951 was only 
82,000 frances (approximately £35,400), The 
balance in hand with the Permanent Court 
of International Justice was 51,000 francs 
(approximately. £1,500), while the Inter- 
national Labour Office had nothing at ail in 
the exchequer. Moreover, Major Elfiot 
pointed out that the drop in the Working 
Capital Fund was almost entirely represented 
by advances to the Labour Office necessitated 
by delay in the payment of contributions.

His journey had lasted more than six days 
throagle country which had been turned into 
a quagmire by the recent rains, . 

he courier brought a further letter from 
the bandit chief, and also a personal note from 
Mrs. Pawley to her parents, Both letters 
were dated September 26th. 

Fresh gloom has been created here Ly the 
exorbitant terms now demanded by the 
bandits, which are hopeless. The bandits’ 
letter, which on this occasion was signed by 
two additional leaders, demands a ransom of a 
milf®n dollars (£50,000) for the two captives, 
inclusive, in piace of the seven hundred 
thousand dollars for Mrs. Pawley, and 
six hundred thousand dollars for 


weapons, In this respect their demands are 
more extravagant than before. 


THREATS REPEATED. 

The letter concludes with the same threats 
to cut. off the captives’ ears unless the 
ransom is sent within a few days. 

The conients of the personal letter from 
Mrs. Pawley io her parents have not yet 
been disclcsed, but her note is known to be 
very brief. She makes no special: requests, 
though she repeats !er appeal for rescue at 
the earliest possible m:-ment. No letter has 
been received from Mr. Corkran. | 

The capiives are apparently still in good 
health, . The messenger was not allowed to 
talk to them, but saw them eating a meal 
when he arrived. The messenger noticed 
that the Irish pointer which was with Mrs 
Pawley when she was captured was still with 
her. 

Mrs. Pawley and Mr. Corkran are no longer 
closely tied, and are evidently able to move 
about freely within certain limits. 

The messenger himself was bound when he 
approached the camp, and was only released 
from. his bonds in the presence of the bandit 
chief. 

All Chinese’ and Japanese newspapers in 
Manchu-Kuo have been forbidden to publish 
any reference whatever to the case. This 
measure has been adopted to prevent news 
leaking out locally which might assist the 
bandits in any way. The order has the 
authority of General Muto, the Japanese 
Comméander-in-Chief, whose policy is one of 
co-operation with the British Consular 
authorities.

ENDED.

URTHER protests against the Dublin 
Corporation's proposals to acguire sites 
in and around Hanover street for slum 

clearance were made at the inquiry, which 
was resumed in the City Hall yesterday by 
Mr. D. J. Hickey, M.LC.E., Local Govern- 
ment Inspector. 7 

Mr. Hare, opposing in respect of property 
in Sandwith place and vicinity, maintained 
that no case had been made that this was a 
slum area, and the people there naturally 
objected to being described as living in 
slums. Neither was there any complaint of. 
ill-health of the residents or that the area 
was insanitary. The only complaint there 
could be is that the houses are old, People 
there lived to a healthy old age, and the 
place was not at all typical of a slum area. 

He wondered why attention had not been 
paid first to Gardiner street and Gloucester 
street, which had been described in evidence 
by Mr. Taylor. 


ALLEGATION OF BIAS. 

A certain amount of bias would appear to 
be shown in the proposals which are the 
subject of the inquiry, and if there was any- 
thing behind that he would only ascribe it 
to the intended transporter gó“ scheme. 

Mr. James J. Mullan gave evidence that, in 
the area of which he is the lessee oí property 
people died of old age. He had never heard 
of an epidemic in the area. Some of the 
people had lived there for forty years and 
some for generations. The average rent of 
his tenants was five shillings a week. 

Mr. L Rice, Law Agent to the Corpora- 
tion, cross-examining—Do you think a dam 
house would be healthy?—It would depen 
on the amount of the dampness. | 

Mr. Rice—Do you think a house could be 
healthy in which the walls and floors are 
deca from dampness—I have not heard of 
it. do not really know. 

Mr. Mullan said he had received a certain 
amount of attention from the sanitary depart- 
ment, and had received a considerable number 
of notices. Sometimes he did not receive 
notices for months. When he received a 
notice he complied with it. He could not 
say how many notices he had received; it 
all depended on the sanitary inspectors, some

ARCHITECT’S EVIDENCE, 

Mr. J, J, O'Hare, architect, examined by 
Mr. Hare, gave evidence that the people in 
the Sandwith area appeared to be very 
healthy. Certain dwellings in Barrett’s court 
could be improved as regards the dampness 
by moderate expenditure. In Sandwith street 
some of the floors were below street level. 

The Inspector, commenting on the remark 
about Gardiner street, made by Mr. Hare, 
said, amidst laughter:—‘‘I do not know if 
Mr. Hare is aware of it, but the Inspector 
resides in Gardiner street.” 

Mr. Hare—But not in the part of Gardiner 
street I referred to. 

Dealing with the Sandwith place property, 
Mr. O’Hare said that they were one-storey 
cottages, two rooms, yard and w.c. —Roof, 
flooring and wall plaster were in bad repair. 
Some of the houses were in a similar condi- 
tion, but others were in a fair state of repair. 
None of the properties was structurally un- 
sound, and was rot beyond repair. They 
were not unhealthy and insanitary, and demo- 
lition was not the only remedy. In some of 
the houses there was ground damp, but it 
was not very serious, and the lavatory 
accommodation was quite all right. He 
would not agree that the houses were not fit 
to live in and that the property was of no 
value. 

Dealing with Lower Erne street property, 
Mr. O'Hare said that the general state of 
repair was fair. 


ON LIFFEY ESTUARY. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rice, Mr. O’Hare 
said that all the property had the defect of 
ground > This ground was formerly 
part of the Liffey estuary. 

Mrs. Agnes Gilligan, tenant of No. 18 Sand- 
with place, gave evidence that she had been 
living there for twenty-six years, and had five 
children, aged from 26 to 33. All her 
children were healthy, and she and her 
husband always enjoyed good health. She 
was quite content to remain in the house for 
the rest of her life. 

To Mr. Rice, Mrs. Gilligan said she did 
not wish to leave the district, because it 1s 
near her husband’s work. 

Mrs. Bergin, another tenant, gave evidence 
that she would not like to go to live in a 
flat. 

Mr. J. Mooney said that he owns a dairy 
at the corner of Lower Erne street, and his 
business would be destroyed if the demolition 
were carried out. 


* UNJUST TREATMENT.” 
Mr. W. Fitzgerald, for property-holders, 
addressing the Inspector, characterised the 
Corporation’s attempt to acquire the sites as 


a “campaign of confiscation,” and added: | 


“The owners of property in this area have 
been treated most unjustly since the start of 
this campaign.” Mr. Fitzgerald added that 
the slum problem was one of overcrowding, 
and not of insanitary houses. The Act set 
out a scheme of confiscation, and, properly 
constructed, meant that where a house was 
insanitary the Corporation had the right and 
power to close it. Hoe 

Evidence was given by Mrs.. Denis Kennedy 
that her husband owns several houses in 
Lower Erne place. She had carried out 
repairs, but had been instructed by the Cor- 
poration’s engineers not to do any more 
because of the scheme. 

To Mr. Rice, Mrs. Kennedy admitted that 
there is only one water closet for nine 
families, comprising twenty-nine adults and 
nine children. ‘That is not our fault,” she 
added. “Jt is the fault of the sanitary 
authorities. We were never asked to put in 
any more closets.”’ 

Tenants of houses in Sandwith place gave 
evidence that they “enjoyed the best of 
health ” there, and did not want to leave. 
They had no complaints abomt the sanitary 
conditions of the houses they occupy in 
Sandwith place. 


BUSINESS GOOD-WILL. 


Mr. D. Fawsitt said that his client (Mr. 
J. Nolan, grocer, 32 Sandwith place), had, 
after years, built up a good business. To 
put him out of a place where he earned a 
reasonable livelihood and send him elsewhere 
was never contemplated by the Legislature. 
Another client (Mr. Bayne, a blacksmith, 
of 298 Sandwit lace), objected to the 
acquisition of his place also. What made 
tho case of such people hard was that the 
Corporation did not propose setting any 
shops with the scheme. The tenants under 
the new scheme would not have the same 
security of tenure. 

Mr. he, addressing the inspector, said 


that the Act under which the inquiry was | 


heid was in the nature of a penal statute, 
because, under certain conditions, the Cor- 
poration were justified in taking from these 
people the prosperity which they owned. The 
onus was on the Corporation to satisfy the 
inspector that they were within this statute, 
4 if they failed to establish their case 
they were not entitled to take the pro- 
perty. i : 
Replying for the Corporation, Mr. Rice 
referred to the order under which the pro- 
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ceedings were brought, and said that owners 
and lessees, such as the Corporation, Major 
Courtney, and the Earl of Erne, who had the 
first interest, raised no objection. He won- 
dered where were the representatives of 
John Pearson, deceased. Although the 
Pearson representatives were represented by 
Mr. Roche, there was no evidence of their 
existence at all. 3 
Continuing, Mr. Rice referred to Mr. 
Hare’s statement about the transporter

MR. RICE COMPLAINS OF 
LAWYERS’ METHODS. 

Mr. Rice said that when he opened the 
case for the Corporation he placed all his 
cards on the table, and he felt a little sore 
and disappointed that he had not been met 
by his legal 6 ye in that spirit. His 
legal friends had, they thought, led him 
into a trap, and when the Corporation’s 
case had been closed they said that evidence 
on certain points had not been given. They 
forgot, however, that he (Mr. Rice) had 
adopted a fair course which he would not do 
in future. 

“‘In future cases,” said Mr. Rice, “] 
will bring in the Corporation order, place it 
ne agg table and ‘invite people to disprove 
I. 


CONCESSIONS. 

The Corporation did not desire to injure 
anyone in this work of slum clearance. Under 
the various Acts, however, the Corporation 
was charged with a specific duty. The 
Corporation would, perhaps, be glad if some 
concessions were obtained by the objectoss as 
a result of their objections. 

He hoped that the inspector had seen that 
there was a crying need for treatment of the 
Hanover street area. The Corporation could 
not, he felt, rely on overcrowding as a reason 
that might be advanced under the Act. That 
had been raised by Mr. G. O'Sullivan earlier 
in the day. 

Mr. Rice concluded by saying that the 
Corporation had not proceeded in any vindic- 
tive spirit against anybody, and property 
owners were the city’s ratepayers. 

The inquiry concluded, a vote of thanks 
having been passed to the inspector.
